Tills last year's experience among the 


fruit trees has been as varied as usual. 
Keen disappointment in some cases lias 
been the result of experiments that 
seemed at times to be perfectly success- 
ful, and then just as surely failed, but, 
in general, the season has been favor- 
able, and fair returns have been received 
by those who determined long ago that 
the orchard was a profitable part of the 
farm, and could surely be made so by 
the proper use of "Brain and Brawn," 
and if at these "Farmers' Institutes," 
we can stir up our people to a full real- 
ization of the pleasure and profit to be 
found in a well kept orchard, and influ- 
ence them to live up to their privileges, 
the money spent by the State for this 
nirpose is not entirely lost, especially 
when it is truthfully stated that thous- 
inds of barrels of apples are annually 
brought into Pennsylvania from other 
points, that could and should be grown 
ipon our own soil and a very large sur- 
plus sent to other markets beside. 


Is it not likely that if the same energy

rand fun, and pleasant recreation to 
are a few hours talk and whittle soft 
ine at the village store and exchange 
ood sized fibh stories, but it will pay 
otter to be among your trees with a 
rush and a tubfuil of lime and kerosene 
leaning and brightening up things a bit. 
The long nights and short days of 
iuter are upon us, and if you have 


blossom end. From these eggs a little 
tiny worm is hatched that works its 
way to the core of the apple and finally 
secretes itself among the rough bark of 
the tree trunk and in a short while will 
be ready for business again at the old 
stand. Spraying is the remedy recom- 
mended by some, whilst scraping the 
rough bark and washing with whale oil 
soap is in use by others, but at "Bose- 
dale" we use lime and kerosene with 
good results. 


In the raising of good fruit there are 


some disappointments. 
Do the best we 


may and there will be failures, but this 
is true of all the crops that are produced 
on our broad acres, and just as true of 
every line of business; but the man who 
is in love with his chosen calling, en - 
thusiastie and happy when success greets 
him, 
determined, courageous and en- 


ergetic under reverses, will and must 
succeed. It is not a business that brings 
in the cash very fast, but money and 
lands are not riches. He who is con- 
tented with his lot and shares his suc- 
cesses with his fellows and never turns a 
deaf ear to the cries of distress, but helps 
those who need it, is laying by riches 
that shall never fade. 


In the season when fruit hangs from 


every bush and limb, every man, wo- 
man and child that enters the open gate at 
"Bosedale" goes away loaded and that 
without money 
and without 
price. 


Perhaps that may be one reason why 
during the past season our little place 
was full of blossom, full of rich golden 
and yeilow apples; large, sweet and 
luscious pears, grapes and berries. 


Our orchard contains about four acres

ake the farm pay. Of course you take 
our county paper, and as its editor de- 
otes several columns each week for the 


benefit of the farmer, you are not ignor- 
ant of tiie fnct that you must push 
ahead, if you want to keep up with the 
procession. 


Then you have the American Aijmvl- 


and Country Guitlimnn, whose 


pages aie all full of interesting matter, 
and with these to guide you, by this 
time you have learned that the very best 
and cheapest way to make an old orch- 
ard bear is to keep the plow away from 
the trees, and instead, commence in the 
fall to haul the manure out of the 
stables and spread at least a foot thick 
under them, not too near the trunks, 
but nway beyond where the branches ex- 
tend. Follow up this plan as long as the 
weather will permit. In March or early 


April remove the coarsest for the 


oats and corn field, and what would 
have leached out in the barn-yard is 
feeding and mulching what will pay you 
better than any crop you produce. Ex- 
perience IKB proven that once in two

years is often enough to produce the

best effect, but we have had no failures 
with any of our apples or pears where 
this course has been pursued. 


One other lesson has been learned 


during the past season. 
A fine young 


and thrifty Baldwin when full of fruit 
and nearly ready to pick, had a chronic 
habit of saving us the trouble of gather- 
ing them by letting drop from the 
branches nearly all it produced. 
The 


thought came—the soil lacks potash. 
Three bushels of unleached wood ashes 
were sown around the tree and beyond 
the extent of its longest limbs, and this 
season, without the use of a sprayer, we 
picked several bushels of choice fruit, 


HO per cent, of it perfect. 
Then, just 


try mulching a little and see what you 
think of it. Don't take any hay from a 
small corner of your orchard, but have 
the grass cut once or twice during the 
season and spread evenly under a few of 
your sickly trees and your eyes will open 
wide some day at the sight of them 
brushing up and getting young again. 


The day should be a very unpleasant 


one in the season when you are not 
among your trees with saw and hatchet 
and thumb, getting out of the way buds 
that are starting at the wrong place and 
sprouts that will spring up from the 
ground. If you spray, be sore you start 
in time after the trees are in blossom and 
keep it up long enough to catch the last 
brown codling rnoth that's about the 
place. 


You see how this subject grows, and 


in the limited time given, we can hardly 
touch some of the points, and must let 
them be brought out more fully by the 
members of the Institute after the con- 
clusion of this paper. 


"But, how about varieties?" you ask. 


Would yon plant indiscriminately V By 
no means. We have a few varieties that 
do no good on our soil or climate, but 
the last year's experience has placed a 
few kinds far ahead again of many oth- 
ers. 
For our early kinds the large 


White Victor and Red Astrachan have 
met all our wants. Later, Gravenstein 
and Jersey Sweet have done well, but 
the paying stock we pluck from our 
York Imperials, Smith's Cider, Ben 
Davis, 
Baldwin, 
Belle Her, Bed 


Streak and a few other kinds that do 
'airly well. Let me impress this upon 
vour minds—don't try to grow fruit that 
vill not sell. If you have thrifty trees 
;hat are not bearing good fruit and 
jnougli of it, go to grafting them over 
his spring, and see that every one of 
hem does his duty, or, whack them 
lown. I have no more patience with a 
ree that is stubborn and faulty than I 
iave with a man who goes fishing and 
2ts his wife cut the bakewood. 
An examination of a number of speci- 


mens of fallen fruit from Northern 
ipys and Baldwins disclosed the fact 
hat in almost every case the little brown 
odling moth had laid its eggs in the

growing perfect and choire fruit, were 
computed in dollars and cents who 
would dare say that fruit growing is not 
both a pleasure and ajprofit? 


From four acres of wheat, f^oni which 


we threshed and sold si bushels at 7i> 
cents per bushel, it required very neat 
figuring to bring out a profit of $14.02 
on the whole crop. 


Of course these statements may not 


be absolutely correct, but near enough 
to demonstrate the fact that whilst we 
should not neglect our regular farm 
crops, more attention should be paid to 
the fruit products that will surely pay 
better for the labor and time bestowed 
upon them. 


When the brown fields tell the story 


of the coining of the winter, and with 
the boys and girls of your country home 
you gather from the trees your fathers 
planted, great loads of Pippins and

of this anthracite region will last (ill 
years. 
According to the latest reports it is estim 
ated that the total area of the coal fields of 
Great 13 ritainis7,(i7fis(|'r.miles,wliich are 
estimated to contain in round numbers 
14-5,^00,000 tons of available coal, a quan 
tity at the present rate of consumption 
sufficient to last 900 years. All this coa 
is at a depth of less than 4,000 feet from 
the surface. Below that depth it is 
thought that mining must stop. 


The production of coal in .England and 


Wales amounts to considerably more 
than one-tliird of the total out-put of the 
world. The richest coal-field in England 
is at Xewcastle, where the current thick- 
ness of the seams is from 'A to b feet. The 
total product of all kinds of commercial 
coal in the United States in 18M was 
142,1187,7.'io short tons valued at$:>01- 
2*:, 790. 


Coal is found now on all continents 


and in nearly all countries. In the 
United States it is found in SO different 
States and Territories, also in Alaska, 
in which latter place large quan Li ties of 
good quality coal are said to exist. 
The 


principal mines of Africa are in the South 
African 
Republic, while 
extensive 


supplies are found in the region of Moz- 
ambique, on the east coast. There are 
large bodies of undeveloped coal territory 
in the Netherlands, Switerlaud, Sweden, 
Denmark, Germany. Bohemia, Siberia 
and Hanover, while in European Russia 
there are said to be coal deposits cover- 
ing from 13,000 to 1(1,000 square miles. 
In tbe island of Formosa there are 8,000 
square miles o£ coal, while in China, ac- 
cording to the recent report of a German 
statistician, there are coal fields extend- 
ing over nearly 400,000 square miles. 
This statement, however, must be taken 
for what it may be worth. Certain it is 
that very valuable deposits have been 
found near Pekin, some seams of which 
are from (10 to 9.5 feet thick. In 1887 one 
Chinese colliery produced 270,000 tons of 
coal. 
The Japanese have for many years 


obtained large supplies of coal from a 
colliery on the island of Takasima. The 
annual production of coal in Japan is 
over 2,000,000 tons. 


Germany is the largest coal producing 


country of continental Europe, the 
amount of the production for ISsT being 


Whaling in Siberia. 


SAN FBANCISCO, Dec. 31.—Captain E. 


J. Gifford, of the whaling bark Triton, 
which lias just arrived in port, relates 
the particulars of an interesting whale 
hunt of which he was a witness while 
lying at anchor in a small bay ou the 
east coast of Siberia. The natives of 
that region are people of a low grade of 
intelligence, their chief employment be- 
ing the chase, and this is confined chiefly 
lo the pursuit and capture of inhabitants 
of the Arctic waters that wash the 
Siberian coast. While ignorant of all 
the attributes of what we are pleased to 
call civilization, these people liave be- 
come experts in the vocation that fur- 
nishes them with the necessaries of life, 
and their manner of capturing the whale 
might prove a profitable study to mas- 
ters of the whaling fleet which annually 
visit those waters. The story as told by 
Captain Gilford is as follows: 


"We had been lying at anchor for 


several days in a small and almost land- 
locked bay, and had done some little 
trading with the inhabitants of a native 
village, situated about half a mile in- 
land. 


"One morning just at daybreak all 


hands were awakened by a great hub- 
hub on shore, the cause of which we 
soon ascertained to be the presence of a 
school of sperm whales in the ollling, 
three or four miles outside the entrance 
to the harbor. In an incredibly abort 
space of time ten canoes, each contain- 
ing from six to eight natives, put off 
[rorn the beach and made straight out 
toward where an occasional jet of water 
marked the spot where the big follows 
ivere sporting. 


"I was a good deal puzzled to know 


liow those fellows were going to capture 
one of those huge animals, which ia by 
:io means an easy prey to the best train- 
ed boat's crew, supplied as they are with 
all the modern appliances. Consequent- 
s' I watched their movements with no 
ittle interest. 


"The boats kept close together and 


approached the school with a great 
amount of caution. When within about 
300 yards of the nearest whale the canoes 
separated, and as the big fellow came up 
to blow they rapidly closed in from three 
sides at once. The whale by this time 
was lazily rolling in the trough of the 
ea. apparently unaware of the approach 
'f bis enemies. 


'•So well timed was the approach of 


he canoes thai they were within easy 
each of the whale when the leader gave 
he signal to throw the harpoons. In a 
icment at least thirty harpoons were 
ticking from the shiny back of the 
vhale and the canoes shot back out of 
each of the big flukes in less time than 
t takes to tell it. 


"And here comes the strange part of 


he performance. Attached to each har- 
oon were about 200 feet of line and on 


i end of each line were reindeer skins 


nflated with air. In one or two in- 
iances casks were attached to the lines, 
"ou can imagine the situation. Here 
•as the whale with enough of these 
uoys attached to him to float a ship, 
ud when he attempted to sound he 
•ould be brought to the surface again 
nly to leceive a shower of hand lances 


Paying a Debt of Kindness. 


About the middle of this century there 


was a terrible uprising among the Yu- 
catan Indians. For a time they were 
able to wreak vengeance on their white 
conquerors, and their ferocity and cruel- 
ty were horrible. Even so dark a page 
of history as this, however, is not with- 
out its story of kindness and mercy be- 
tween enemies.

The Indian who had 
inspired the pity of Don Marcos was pay- 
ing his debt. 


Twenty years afterward in a success- 


ful uprising the Indians sacked a num- 
ber of villages and country houses. They 
retreated loaded with spoil and dragging 
with them many household servants, of 
whom they intended to make slaves. 
The chief of the expedition asked one of 
them what was the name of his master. 


"Don Marcos Duarte," he replied. 
The chief immediately called a halt. 


"How many men belong to Do-i Mar- 
cos ?" he asked.

Having collected tiie twenty-four men, 


he returned to them the spoil which had 
come from the Duarte house and said, 
"Go home friends; you are free.''

The Legislature. 


The Senatorial election as arranged 


came off at llarrisburg, on Tuesday, the 
caucus vote of which was reported in 
these columns last week by telegraph, 
resulted in the re-election of Mr. Quay. 
The vote stood: Senate —Quay, S3; 
House-Quay, 132; Dalzell, 1; total, 166. 
The Democratic vote in the Senate was 
—Boss, 14; Mutchlfir, 1. In the House 
—Ross, 6C; Harrity, 1; total, 82. It will 
be seen that all the talk of opposition to 
Quay dwindled away to nothing. 


The members from this county were 


appointed to serve on the following com- 
mittees: Hon. W. T. Ziegler on Ap- 
propriation, Judiciary Local, Municipal 
Corporationa and Railroads, all four be- 
ing among the most important commit- 
tees of the House. Representative Wil- 
son was appointed on the following 
committees: Bureau of Statistics, Towns 
and Townships and Pension and Gratu- 
ities. 


The first bill in the House was intro- 


duced by Mr. Ziegler, Adams county be- 
ing at the head of the list. His bill, 
which is popular and is likely to pass, 
provides for the introduction of a copy 
of SmulTs Legislative Hand-book into 
all the common schools of the Common- 
wealth. 


Is the House on Saturday, Mr. Beltz- 


lioover introduced the petition of the 
National Banks and citizens of Mechan- 
icsDu/g, for the repeal of the Sherman 
silver purchasing Act of 1S90. 


Also the petition of citizens of Adams 


and York counties, in favor of investi- 
gating and restricting immigration. 


Demoratic State Central Com- 


mittee met at Harrisburg on Wednesday 
afternoon, all but three count'.es being 
represented. 
In appreciation of the 


work done last fall by Chairman Wright 
and Secretary Xeed, they were re- 
•lect«d. 


KTJTIIEKFOI D B. HAYES, ex-Presi- 


dent, died at his home in Fremont, O., 
on Tuesday night of neuralgia of the 
heart, after an illness of only a few days. 
He was born October 4, lS2i. He had 
an excellent record as a soldier, being 
wounded at South Mountain, served 
several terms in Congress and was three 
times elected Governor of Ohio. Asa 
result of the decision of the electoral 
commission he filled the office of Presi- 
dent of the United States for four years 
from March 4, 1S77. Although his ad- 
ministration was disgraced by no great 
scandal, the taint of the theft of the 
Presidency clung to it to the last, and 
Mr. Hayes went out of office carrying 
with him the contempt of the Demo- 
crats and the indifference of the Repub- 
licans. After his retirement from the 
office to which another had been elected, 
Mr. Hayes returned to his home in Fre- 
mont, where he continued until his 
death in the peaceful pursuit of raising 
chickens. 


SEXATOK PEFFEK, of Kansas, when 


first elected, intended that the Demo- 
crats should work with him.

MB. BEI.TZHOOVEB. Mr. Speaker, I de- 


sire to snbmit a privileged report from the 
Committee on War Claims. 


The SFEAKKR. Tbe report will be read. 
The Clerk read as follows : 
Whereas claims amounting to TDBDJ mil- 


lions of dollars erowiue ont of the late war 
for the suppression of the rebellion have 
been and are now pending before Conoresa, 
the Eiecntive Departments and the Conrt 
of Claims ; and 


WHKHBAS it has been asserted in the 


public press, and charged upon the floor o! 
this Honse, that in many of the claims of 
this character, some of donbtfo] validity, 
hare been allowed and pai<1, while others of 
tqnally donbtfol validity have been allow- 
ed, hnt not paid ; Therefore 


Eesolccd, That the Secretaries af the Treas- 


ury, War and Navy, and the Attornev-Gen- 
eral, be directed to report to this House, 
with aa little delay as possible, the number, 
amount and particulars of claims growing 
either dirprtly or indirectly ont of the late 
•var for the suppression of the rebellion 
pending before said Departments, respective- 
ly, and the Conrt of Claims. 


The Committee on War Claims, to whom 


was referred the foregoing resolnfioo, having 
considered the same, respectfnlly report it 
back to the House and recommend its pas- 
sage, with the 
following 
amend men la, 


namely : 


Insert after the word "particulars" the 


words "including the place of origin and 
whether presented bj States or individuals." 


A fter the reading of the report and some 


preliminary remarks on the same Mr. Beltz- 
hoover addressed the House, as follows : 


"The resolution which has just been re- 


ported favorably is designed to obtain full, 
clear, and accurate information in relation 
to what are commonly known aa war claims 
against the National Government. The lan- 
guage of the original resolution is very broad 
and comprehensive, and the amendments 
proposed by the committee are intended to 
still farther enlarge the scope and effective- 
ness of the inquiry. This is a movement in 
the right direction, for there is no anhjtct 
which ever engages the attention ol this 
House or that of the press of the country on 
which there is such a general lack of infor- 
mation or snch gross and inexcusable mis- 
representation and exaggeration. The. dis- 
tinguished gentleman from Michigan [Mr. 
Borrows] who introduced the resolution 
probably wants to take some measures or 
make some statements on the qnestion, and 
therelore very properly calls for official 
reliable data on which to base his action. 


ed, an to be sent «o the Court of Claims 
only for a finding of the facts in each cafe, 
which are to be reported back to this House 
and do not involve a dollerol appropriation, 
except what may be made by some fntnre 
Congress ; bnt taking them as involving in 
money all they claim, the gross aggregate

This is a fact we have 


an undoubted right to roply upon in estima- 
ting how much is involved in these bills, for 
if they should go to the Conrt of Claims and 
pass the usual ordeal, as they must, they 
could not involve more than $350,000, which 
with the $11,305,998 recommended directly 
for appropriation, would only make $11,- 
655,996. 
It adds considerably to the audac- 


ity of tbe criticism made npon the present 
War Claim Committee by the gentlemen 
from Maine and Iowa, when it is remem- 
bered that more than nineteen twenliethsol 
the bills reported by them were also re- 
ported by the War Claims Committee of the 
last Congress. 


This is a specific and conclusive answer 


to the charge of inconsiderate and extrava- 
gant action on the part ol the present War 
Claims Committee in reporting hills for tbe 
consideration of the House. All the facts 
involved in this statement conld have been 
easily obtained from the clerk of the com- 
mittee hy the bare asking for them npon a 
few days' notice. 


There is no reason, however, why the 


gentlemen from Maine or Iowa, or any oth- 
er person should have made snch extrava- 
gant and unfounded assertions. 
If they had 


consulted tbe statutes on tbe subject, and tbe 
action of the courts aod commisions and 
the public records of the House, they would 
have fonnd tbat there were inexorable limi- 
tations on the amonnt of war claims which 
can be sent to the Court of Claims by the 
House, and a mere counting of the amonnt 
fixed in the bills reported would have given 
the sum beyond which the amount of both 
those reported and those referred conld not 
go. They wonld huve fonnd that by DO pos- 
sibility conld the whole amonnt have ex- 
ceeded $50,000,000. 


The bills which are reported favorably 


and make direct appropriations are entered 
on the Calendar and are found in tbe files of 
the House. Any one without going near 
the War Claims Committee conld have found 
that they were 424 in nnmber and claimed 
$11,305,998.4!). 


The war claims which can by any possi- 


bility be sent to the Court of Claims by the 
House lor adjudication of the facts nnder 
existing law are circumscribed and limited 
and fixed as clearly as human legislation can 


There are three acts on the subject. The 


first is the act July 4, 1864, under which 
claims are anthoriz°d for stores and snppliee 
taken and furnished for the n«e of the Army 
dnring the war of the rebellion in States not 


reported bnt a small part, 3S9, and which, 
in tnct, claim only $5 500,000, and involve, 
in fict, only $380,000, making tbe total 
amonnt involved in all the bills reported less 
than $2,000,000. 


The assertion, therefore, that the present 


Wai Claims Committee have reported favor- 
ably bills for Southern war claims which in- 
volve more than $100,000,000 is, on all the 
facts m well as the law, wholly untrue, and 
could only hare been made tbrongh a most 
reckless disregard of the simplest search for 
tbe truth, or for the purpose of serving the 
desperate fortunes of a dying cmso ia its 
last extremity.

Oar Washington Letter. 


TVASHDiOTON, Jan. 
20, 1893. 


Editor pf Compiler: Republican offi- 


cials, particularly those who have been 
in office, in the departments, for eight 
years 01 more, are in an unhappy state 
of mind. They don't like recent indica- 
tions of u coming change in the Civil 
Service law. Civil Service Commissioner 
Roosevelt, in his anxiety in behalf of the 
Republican office-holders, even took the 
trouble to go over to Xew York for the 
purpose of sounding President-elect 
Cleveland on the subject. The imme- 
diate causes of this panicky feeling on 
th« part of those who felt their positions 
on Uncle Sam's pay roll to be safe were 
two bills introduced in the House; one, 
by Represeutative Martin, of Indiana. 
providing that from and after the first of 
next July, all appointments in the Gov- 
ernment service chould be for a term of 
four years and that each official so a;>- 
pointod should be eligible for one reap- 
pointment, but no more; that all officials 
—here comes the part that has upset the 
nerves of those who have been feeding 
at the public trough so long that they 
thought it belonged to them—vrho have 
been in government employ eight years 
or longer shall be ineligible to reappoint- 
ment, and the other providing for a sus- 
pension of the Civil Service law, so far 
as it relates to appointments and remov- 
als, for a period of one year from the be- 
ginning of each Presidential term. Rep- 
resentative Be Annond, of Missouri, the 
author of the last-named bill, says in a 
preamble thereto that no administration 
can fully .and satisfactorily carry its poli- 
cies into execution if a large portion of 
the subordinate officers are hostile to 
such policies. 


The largest appropriation bill—the 


Sundry Civil—has been completed. It 
is *15,000,000 less than the estimates 
submitted to the Honse. The Diplo- 
matic and Consular bill is also complete.

THE President's proclamation granting 


amnesty to those Mormons who have ab- 
stained from polygamous piactice since 
November 1, 1890, gives the highest sanc- 
tion to tbe claim that Mormonism ia no 
ODger dominant in Utah. His action coin- 
cides with the words of the Utah Commis- 
sion and removes the last bar to statehood 
to this territory.

So long as there was just 
grounds for believing that polygamy was 
practiced in Utah in defiance of Federal 
statues, the pablic suisained this opposition, 
bnt their popular support was withdrawn 
as soon as there was the highest official 
antbority for believing that Mormonism was 
on the wane, and that the church itself no 
longer gave sanction to plural marriages. 
The Republican party cannot be insensible 
to the moral force of tbe President's action, 
bnt it is extremely doubtful if it will be in- 
fluenced thereby to take favorable action in 
Utah's petition lor statehood. 


A KKMAKKAULE CASE.—Toledo, Jan. 19. 


—Clay Hopper, the yonng man whose case 
of suspended animation has attracted so 
ranch attention, died on the 13-h instant. 
Life passed away before daylight, but the 
parents were not notified until noon. Un- 
dertaker Bennet was again called and lor 
the second time he prepared the body for 
burial. Rev. S. D. Hulsinpiller, again con- 
ducted funeral services and the body was 
taken to Wcodlnwn Cemetery, where a 
grave bad been waiting to receive it for two 
weeks.

Under section 3 of the act of March 3, 


1879, all claims not filed nnder the said act 
of July 4, 1864, prior to Jannary 1, 1880, 
are forever debarred. 


The claims filed under this act of 1864 in 


the Quartermaster-General's Office, prior to 
Jannary 1, 1880, were in nnmber, 53,505; 
amonnt, $38,084,066 55 ; allowed and paid 
$6,010,275.43 ; disallowed, $32,073,781.12. 


Tbe second is the act ol March 3, 1871, 


commonly called the Southern Claims Com- 
mission act nnder which the commissioners 
were authorized and empowered to receive, 
examine, and consider tbe justice and valid- 
ity of claims in the States in insurrection 
against the United States, who remained 
loyal during the war, for stores and supplies 
taken or furnished during the rebellion for 
the nse of the Army of the United States 
(16 S'at at Large, 524). The powers of 
this Commission were not jadical bat ad- 
visory to Congress and exercised in aid of 
that body. The claims filed before the 
Southern Claims Commission, nnder this 


law; 
amounted H $60,258,15044, of which 


amount there were allowed and paid $4,- 
636, 920,69, and disallowed $55 621,229.13. 
This Commission expired on March 10, 1880. 


We have therefore two kinds of rejected 


claims which were finally disallowed and 
barred iu the beginning of the year 1880. 
The claims rejected by the Quartermaster- 
General were from the loyal States. Tbe 
claims rejected by the Southern Claims Com- 
mission were from the disloyal States. The 
two amonnts aggregated $87,695,268.87. 
This is the high-water mark of all war 
claims which were ever in any payable or 
adjndicable nnder any general law. 
After 


tbe tribunals before which they were filed 
from time to time and were pending for 
years had closed and declined longer to hear 
the claimants, they began to assail Congress 
for relief. This assault on Congress occa- 
sioned the third act, ol March 3, 1883, 
known as the Bowman act, nnder which 
jurisdiction was given to the' Conrt of 
Claims (1) over all claims that have been 
submitted and disallowed by the Quarter-

There was an increase in 


tbe value of exports, hreadbtnffs, provisions, 
animnb, oil cake and wood and manufac- 
tures of wood. There was a marked de- 
crease in raw cotton, cansed largely by the 
decline in price and also in copper, refined 
sngar, manufactures of iron and steel, man- 
ufactures of leather and ma no fact tires of 
wood.

The Hone. 


The shoes ^f hich Nancy Hanks wore 


•when she trotted the fastest mile on re- 
cord have been plated and 2.04 engraved 
on them. 


Sis ounces in front and three ounces 


behind is the weight of the shoes put on 
colts the first time shod at Palo Alto. 
This is an invariable rule. 


In training colts it is well to remem- 


ber that speed and race-winning capacity 
are widely different. Speed may be de- 
veloped quickly, but race form is only 
reached by the thorough preparation 
necessary to develop the muscular sys- 
tem. 


If you think the bottom has dropped 


out of the business, says a Xew England 
paper, just ask for a price on some of the 
following New England horses: Xancy 
Hanks, Kremlin, Martha Wilkes, Nel- 
son, Arion, Alcantara, Quartermaster 
or Ralph Wilkes. 


A prudent horseman gives the follow- 


ing advice in case of fire in a stable: 
Keep hanging conveniently near the 
door several pieces of blankets or old 
carpet about a yard square. In a box 
made for that purpose (near the blankets) 
keep an old case knife, sharp enough to 
cut a halter strap right in two. In case 
of fire throw a piece of blanket over tbe 
horse's head, cut the strap and lead out. 
Never stop to untie a horse, time too 
precious. 


Professor Gleason, noted as a trainer 


of vicious horses, thus explains the mat- 
ter of stopping a runaway horse by using 
nothing hut a straight bar bit and lines. 
For instance your horse attempts to run 
away. Let him go for a distance of SO 
yards, then haul in your lines perfectly 
tight. When you get ready to give the 
command to stop, say "Whoa!" at the 
same time you pull the right Laud rein, 
giving a powerful jerk, and repeat the 
word "Whoa." Don't move the left 
hand; hut do all the work with the rig-ht. 
Then you give the terrible jerk, twist 
the horse's jaw to the right, and if you 
have the presence of mind to repent the 
word "Whoa" at the second jerk of the 
lines you will be surprised to find your 
horse standing still. 


Cattle Interests. 


Teach the calves to eat bran and meal 


as soon as possible. 


Careless feeding and handling of cat- 


tle will give no profit. 


Corn and cob meal, with bran, makes 


a good feed for cattle. 


One of the iirst items in cattle raising 


is to breed them right at the start. 


The profit of feeding is not always con- 


fined to the increase in weight. 


Good care goes a long way toward 


bringing out the good points of an un- 
promising animal. 


Milk giving and beef forming are not 


analagous, anil each needs its special 
breeding and feeding. 


There is one objection to feeding cat- 


tle without any exercise, and that is that 
they are more liable to tire of their feed. 


With a large class of farmers profit- 


able cattle feeding is almost entirely a 
question of lessening the cost of produc- 
tion. 


Cattle will thrive better with plenty 


of good hay or corn fodder, without 
grain, than with plenty of grain and no 
roughness. 


The skill of the feeder will show to a 


good advantage in • the even quality of 
his cattle, and particularly so at this 
season of the year. 


Fattening cattle will, as a rule, >lo 


better, if they can be kept under shelter 
than to be obliged to stand- around in 
cold, muddy feed lots. 


The best quality of beef, in nearly all 


cases, is that secured from young cattle 
that have never been allo'.ved to stop 
growing from birth until put on the 
mar- 


ket. 
____..____ 
The Poultry Yard. 


Bran will take tbe place of green food 


now with poultry. 


Too much heat in the breeder will 


cause leg weakness. 


It requires more moisture in the in- 


cubator to hatch duck eggs. 


Soft soap is a good remedy for scaly 


legs; apply and then wash 
off. 


With matured fowls there is no espe- 


cial advantage ia grinding their feed. 


One of the disadvantages with guineas 


is that they are not a good market fowl. 


The selection of birds for proper mat- 


ing is an important item in poultry 
breeding. 


Chopped timothy hay is one of the 


poorest materials that can be used for 
thi- hen's nest. 


Generally too much material in the 


nests is worse than not enough, especial- 
ly for laying hens. 


The farm fowls should be of good size 


and weight, be good layers and setters, 
and also good mothers. 


If the hens are to lay regularly in 


winter all the essentials necessary to egg 
production must be supplied. 


Regularity in feed and care help to 


make the poultry more valuable, bccatise 
they will prove more profitable. 


If an attempt is made to cure fowls 


aftlict«d with roup, care should bf> taken 
to keep them m a warm, dry. clean place, 
separate from the other fowls. 


Whenever poultry on the farm does 


not pay a fair per cent of profit there is 
something wrong in the management. 


If the tail and wing feathers are kept 


and sold care should always be taken to 
sort them into lots according to size. 


If the fowls are to do their best they 


must be given more or less help. Let- 
ting them look out for themselves they 
will do only tolerable. 


A very good plan with the poultry 


quarters is to make it a rule and clean 
them out regularly once a week, usirg 
dry dirt as a deodorizer. 


In-breeding is all right if properly 


done, but should not be allowed indis- 
criminately among a farm flock when the 
best results are expected. 


Hang up a head or two of cabbage so 


high that the fowls will be obliged to 
jump up to get it, is a good plan of fur- 
nishing the fowls with something to do. 


Extremes should be avoided. What 


one would consider good care would be 
coddling or pampering, while another 
would err as much in the other way. 


Sentiment is all right in its place, but 


when it keeps a lot of old hens and 
roosters on the place long after they have 
passed their period of usefulness it is de- 
cidedly out of place. 


THE horse breeding interest of Amer- 


ica is fast advancing to the very front of 
those interests allied to agriculture, or 
growing out of the uses and ownership 
of the soil.

No State has a patent on either horses 


or blue grass; both will grow wherever 
the laad is rich enough, and if you have 
plenty of oats, clover and corn fodder 
purchasers trill go there so long as the 
aelection is larger than elsewhere, wheth- 
er the individual horses are better or 
not.

Breakfast Dishes. 


CRISPED OATMEAL.— Take a cupful 


of oatmeal (large or small, as may bo 
needed), mix about .half a teaspoonfttl 
of salt with it, put it in a basin 
and ponr on it as much cold water as 
will cover it. Let it soak for an hour, 
then pour off any water that is not ab- 
sorbed. Take spoonfuls of this oatmeal 
and drop them as thickly as possible on 
a baking tin. Bake in a moderate oven 
till brown and crisp. 


OATMEAL BKEAKFAST CAKES.— Beat 


into two teacupfuls of sour milk a tea- 
spoonful of soda, a dessertspoonful of 
caster sugar and a pinch of salt. Then 
gradually mix in as much fine oatmeal 
as will make a stifflsh batter. When 
well mixed pour it in well-buttered 
saucers or small shallow tins and bake. 
Serve hot. 


OATMEAL 
FRITTERS. — Put 
some 


rather stiffly boiled porridge on a shal- 
low dish while hot and set to one side 
tillcoid. At breakfast time next day, 
or when needed, cut it in convenient 
slices, lift them with a slice and fry. 
Serve hot with treacle, sugar and butter. 


OATMEAL SOOXES.— These scones or 


breakfast cakes are made with oatmeal 
and white flour in the proportions of two 
parts of the former to one of the Hour. 
For a small batch take a teacupful of 
oatmeal and half the same of wheaten 
flour. Mix in half a teaspoonful of salt 
one-and-a-half of baking powder and one 
egg beaten in a teacupt'ul of milk. Beat 
the batter well and take in the oven at 
once in small sliallow pans, filling them 
only half full.
